Investigation so ifar has 
established nothing definite. 


SmugKlcd goods of considerable 
value,

Among the goods seized were pieces of 
valuablo silk, m a n y curious and expen- 
sive China Bets, along with high priced 
specimens of ivor>'. 
Custom house offi- 
cials expcct to make other seizures. 


Inspector Hamilton seized 150 packages 
of goods landed from tho battleship Ore- 
gon in possession of an express company 
to bo transported east. 
A partial exam- 
ination shows tliat tho rumor of smug- 
gling ^vus altogether unfounded.

ages were found to contain souv^nira of
